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Chile i Anniversary Speech 

President Pinochet, reflecting a familiar deter- 
mination, announced on 11 September that the atate of 
siege and nightly curfew in effect since 1973 will con- 
tinued for the time being. He alto indicated that these 
measures might eventually be relaxed or lifted "if the 
signs of procreative normality which cm be observed 
continue . " 

Prior to his departure for Washington, Pinochet 
and the other member! of the junta apparently agreed 
hat the atate of siege would be lifted on 11 December.

mildlyupbeat, as he cited • me economic gains and po- 
litical initiativea. Pinochet said Chile will not modify 
the route it haa mapped out in order to gain the *good 
graces 4 ^/ certain countries. He did acknowledge a alow 
improvement in the attitude of the nSttowazA "Chilean 
reality. " 

After Pinochet 4 ! announcement in July of a phased 
return to limited popular elections by 1985, administra- 
tion spokesmen apparently had some second thoughts about 
a timetable r thsy subsequently emphasised they intended 
to keep the process tightly in hand and criticised "im- 
patient* Chileans. Thus, although Pinochet's announce- 
ment is no real surprise, it will disappoint the many 
observers who bad hoped he would follow upon pledges 
of a return to constitutional rule by easing restrictions. 
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
